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AUDITOR’S REPORT 


FOR THE 


TOWN OF LITTLETON 


FOR THE 


YEAR ENDING MARCH Ist, 1871. 


The undersigned, George B. Redington, auditor, ap- 
pointed March, 1870, has to report that I have examined the 
books and vouchers of the Selectmen and Treasurer, and 
find that the office of Treasurer was filled from March Ist to 
28th, 1870, by E. O. Kenney, Esq., and from March 30th, 
1870, to the present time by M. L. Gould, Esq., and that the 
aggregate receipts of both officers amount to $30,833.26, and 
that the expenditures have been of equal amount, excepting 
money on hand to the amount of $1,172.24, now in the hands 
of M. L. Gould, Esq., the present Treasurer. I find the 
aggregate indebtedness of the town, over and above the 
assets, to be, on the Ist of March, 1871, $61,696.79, and that 
the debt has been reduced within the present fiscal year, 
$10,276.87. 

I find the debt of the town, as reported last year, to be 
$67,842.01, to which is to be added $4,131.65, for debts not 
then reported, making the aggregate debt, over and above 
the assets, $71,973.66 one year ago. In addition to the 
assets offset to the debts this year, as before stated, there is 
a claim of $350.00, for money obtained upon a note of the 
town to Fanny Barrett, dated May 4, 1865, which has not 
been accounted for, to the town, and which rests upon Eli 
D. Sawyer, one of the selectmen at that time, to account 
for, as the facts now appear. There is also a claim of about 
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$30.00 against John W. English, which is not included in 
the assets for this year. As before stated the claim against 
Mr. English accrues from expenses of pattpers, which he 
recognizes as a rightful claim, but it has not been in a con- 
dition that it could be determined and settled; up to this 
time, with these two exceptions, I believe all the claims for 
and against the town have been liquidated. 

I find vouchers for all matters paid for the town, as 
respects the transactions of the selectmen and treasurer. 
I submit herewith a summary statement of the receipts and 
payments of the treasurer. I find that settlements have been 
made with all the collectors, going back to and including 
1866, and probably that no further abatements of taxes will 
be required, and that these settlements, as well also as tran- 
sactions with all other parties, are stated with such great 
precision, that I confidently believe that the aggregate amount 
of the debt now stated may be relied upon as covering all 
that the town owes. Having had opportunity to know much 
of the fiscal affairs of the town for the last seven years, I 
cannot forbear remarking that I have never known them so 
economically and efficiently administered, and stated with 
so much exactness, as for the past year. There is a feature 
in the debt of the town which I deem it my duty to call 
attention to, although it has before been repeatedly spoken 
of, and that is, the condition of the floating debt compared 
with the funded debt. 

They are now about equal in amount, the funded debt 
is carried along easily at six per cent., with but little care 
and expense, as to time in managing it, while the floating 
debt costs considerably more in the rate of interest paid, 
and very much more in the time required to manage it. 
There is a fair prospect for funding this portion of the debt 
upon terms equal with the other, and I would recommend 
and urge that an attempt be made to do it.
